The Mysterious Disappearance of 
Emory E. Van Schaick, a Young 
Farmer—Finding of the Missing 
Man's Dead Body After Six Months— 
Arthur Duncan, a Rival Lover, Sus- 
pected of Having Murdered Van 
Schaick. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh . 

Watertown, N. T., May 22.—Miss Van Schaick, 
daughter of a respectable family living near this 
place, teaches school at Lyons’ Corners, a small 
village in this county. On Tuesday of last week 
some of the pupils in her school found the 
mutilated and decomposed body of Emery E. Van 
Schaick, their teacher's brother, lying alongside a 
fence and partially concealed under a pile of 
brush, not farfrom the school house. The corpse 
was hatless and coatless. The skull had been 
crushed by a dozen blows dealt by some blunt in- 
strument, which had evidently been wielded by a 
man's musculararm. The flesh had been gnawed 
fromthe ankles and the body was lying on its 
face. Van Schaick was last seen alive on the 
night of October 8, 1884, and the developments 
which have been brought to light 


through the investigations thus far made by the au- 
thorities—which, by the way, are being very thor- 
oughly done — indicate quite clearly that he met his 
death on that night. 

There is no doubt whatever tbat Van Schaick was 
murdered, snd the case presents some of the most 
peculiar and interesting features ever connected 
with a crime. While the evidence elicited at the 
inquest by a score or more of witnesses, all of them 
people of intelligence, and giving their statements 
concisely and pointedly, fails to show whose mur- 
derous hand struck the fatal blow, the circum- 
stances point strongly toward the guilt of Arthur 
Duncan, a young mau, son of the neighbor of the 
Van Schaicks, and a companion and yy rage 
friend of young Van Schaick. There had been a 
business transaction between the young men. 

They had been suitors for the hand of Miss Alta 
Hazel, an attractive village maiden, who on the 25th 
of March became the wife of Duncan, and, while it 
has not been shown that any bitter feeling had 


arisen between

it is agreed that it may have been a contributing 
cause in prompting Duncan to a commission of the 
crime, if it can be shown that he really did 
murder Van Schaick. It has also been shown 
that Duncan and Van Schaick were seen together 
at a late hour on the night of October 8, the night 
of the latter's disappearance, and there are aiso 
other circumstances tending to strengthen the im- 
pression of Duncan’s guilt. He has been placed 
under arrest, but has thus far refused to talk about 
the case, further than to simply enter a general 
denial of all participation in the crime. He was 
enga piowing when taken into custody, and 
app in no way disconcerted. 

he Coroner's Jury occupied several days in 
* and the testimony of every per- 
son who could, as far as known, throw any light on 
the mysterious affair has been received. This evi- 
dence esiablishes completely the identification of 
the body as that of the long missing man, and 
weaves such a network of evidence—purely circum- 
stantial, it is true—around Duncan that it wiil 
require a clearing up of the suspicious cir ces 
to free him from the strong suspicions which 
point to his guilt. But, as in the case of ö 
tragedy, no witness has yet been found who saw 
Duncan strike the blow. It cannot even be shown 
there had veen a quarrel between the men, aud 
counsel for the accused expresses bis full belief in 
his ability to clear away the mysterious circum- 
siances and establish the innocence of Duncan. 

The Van Schaick . comprised, before the 
murder of Emorv, three daughters and four sons. 
They came to this country ten years ago, and have 
since occupied ;

in moderate circumsiances, all contributed 
by farm or other labor to the support of the house- 
hold. One of the daughters married James 
Weatherby, of this place. Emory was the young- 
est of the boys. On the 8th of October last ne was 
at work for Leonard lhomas, a farmer. A few 
days before this he had entered into an agreement 
with Arthur Duncan to trade him his horse and 
buggy for cash, articles and a note, aggregating in 
all $182. ‘Lhe articles were a goid watch, valued at 
$55, a ring appraised at $12, a note for $35, and 880 
in cash. This transaction was consummated, and 
Duncan took the team on Wednesday. On the fol- 
lowing evening, when the family of Mr. Thomas 
— about y o'clock, Van Spaic< and Duncan 
were in conversation outside the house. Vun Shaic« 
had the money in his possession. Precisely at 
what hour they separated is not known, but Van 
Shaick was never again seen alive. 

On the foliowing morning, Thursday, October 9, 
the Thomas family rose at the usual 
hour. There was a large dairy on the 
place, and it was Van Schaick’s duty to go for the 
cows, The milkers waiied beyond the usual hour, 
and then went to his roum to wake him, supposing 
he had oversiept himself. His bed had not been 
occupied and his trunk had been taken out of his 
room. The circumstance was considered mys- 
terious, and a searching party was at once organ- 
ized and the neighborigg woods and swamps 
scoured, but without success. The searchers then 
questioned Duncan, who it was known had 
been seen with Van Schack. His replies were ap- 
parently frank, and he was wholly uvembarrassed. 
He intimated that Emory uad become involved in 
some trouble with a gir: and had gone West. This, 
ne said, was what Emory had told him. Duncan 
said he was certain that nothing would be found of 
Van Schaick in the woods. This seemed

of the disappearance, especially as Van 8 
trunk was — and the search was abandoned. 
On the following day, however, the trunk was 
found through accident in an outhoyse of au unoc- 
cupied tenement owned by Vincent Farr, It con- 
tained Van Schaick's best suit of c.othes and other 
apparel, whica it was at once concluded he would 
have taken with him had he been going 
to be absent any lengtia of tine. 
The finding of the trunk aroused the suspicion of 
the neighbors, but just as avother effort was about 
to be made to c.ear up the mystery the suspicions 
were allayed by the receipt of a telegram from 
Syracuse, purporting to have been seut by Van 
Schalk, that nis trunk be sent to his address at 
Sturgis, Mich., where he said he was going, and 
would receive them. Tanis was done, and his sister, 
Mrs. Weatherby, addressed a letter to him 
there. Neither the trunk nor letter was claimed and 
their return after a short time as unciaimed re-

It will be seen that nothing was brought out at 
the inquest to show how the trunk of Van Schaick 
was removed from his room on the night of his dis- 
appearance; neither has it yet been shown who 
sent the telegram, and who wrote the letters 
from Syracuse bearing the signature of Mr. Van 
Schaick. These will, no doubt, have an important 
bearing on the case, and may go far towards clear- 
ing away the mystery which hangs around it.

The Life and Career of a Distinguished 
Colored Woman.

New Or.eans, May 22.—Yesterday wiinessed the

— Mother Josephine Charles, founder of the Roman

The British Cabinet at Logg¢erheads on 
Important Questions. 


A Strong Opposition to the Crimes 
Act—The Detention of the Guards—

Apecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, May 22.—A!] day yesterday there were 
rumors of a miuisterial crisis, many coming from 
quarters which cannot usually be disregarded. This 
morning all the papers deny these with more or 
leas emphasis, but without doubt they have some 
foundation. For days past it has been an open 
secret that there are sharp dissensions in the Cabi- 
net about Irish legislation. I believe that Chamber- 
lain, Diike and Trevelyan have goneso far as to 
hint at their resignation in fhe event of any renewal 
of theCrimes Act being persisted in. Childers 
favors nothing more than a short act to stop boy- 
cotting, John Morley announces his intention to 
oppose the Crimes Act, if it is introduced, and this 
is evidently to strengthen the hands of Chamber- 
lain and others in the Cabinet. Morley is likely to 
be pretty strongly supported in parliament. The 
above certainly is Morley’s deliber&te intention, for 
yesterday I saw him holding a prolonged and 
earnest conference with Schnadherst, secretary of 
the Birmingham Liberals, and Chamberlain's right 
hand man. Of course, the Irish will support Mor- 


ley strongly, but Idoubt whether, in their hearts, 


they would not prefer more coercion, since the 
greater their grievances the better their chance of 
accessions in the genera! election. 

THE DETENTION OF THE GUARDS. 

Lord Hartington’s answer in the House 
of Commons last night, about the 
detention of the Guards at Alexandria 
is regarded as ambiguous, and gave no reassur- 
ance.

INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 

The correspondence which took place between 
Col. Zakrejewski of Gen. Komaroff's staff and Cap- 
tain Yate of Gen. Sir Peter Lumsden's sfaff, relat- 
ing to the Afghan situation at the time of the Penj- 
deh incident, is now made public. It shows, among 
other things, that on the same day that Col. Zakre- 
jewski accepted Captain Tate's invitation to a col- 
lation, at which the situation of the opposing out- 
posts was to be discussed, Gen. Komaroff gent an 
ultimatum to Naib Salar, the commander of the 
Afghan forces. This ordered Naib Salar to with- 
draw all his troops to the right bank of the Kushk 
River. The ultimatum concluded in these words: 

“There will be neither negotiations nor explana- 
tions on the subject. You are too intelligent and 
sharp-sighted to compel me to see to the fulfill- 
ment of this demand.” Naib Salar replied that he 
had consulted with Captain Yates, and was bound 
toobey the Ameer. Gen. Komaroff rejoined, in- 
sisting that compliance with the terms of his ulti- 
matum was necessary to preserve peace. He 
warned Naib Salar against heeding the empty 
counsels of others, and concluded thus: “The 
choice between friendship and enmity rests with 
you.” After the battle of Penj-deh, which followed 
this intercourse between Gen. Komaroff and Naſb 
Salar, Captain Yate wrote to Col. Zakrejewski 
soliciting protection and offering the services of an 
English doctor. ,

Death of Victor Hugo, the Great Poet, 
Novelist and Statesman. 


The Grand Old Man's Last Hours— 
Services of Cardinal Guidford Re- 
fused—Hugo's Bequests to France— 
Eulogiesin the Senate—The Cham- 
ber of Deputies Adjourns as a Mark 
of Respect—The Funeral to be a Civil 
One. . 
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Victor Hugo. 

Panis, May 22.—Victor Hugo’s condition was so 
manifestly worse this morning that his death was 
regarded as certain to take place within a few hours. 
When this fact became known, Cardinal Guidbert, 
the Archbishop of Paris, sent specially to Hugo's 
residence, offering to visit him and administer spir- 
itual aid and the rites of the Catholic Church. M. 
Lockroy, the poet's son-in-law, who was in attend- 
ance at the deathbed when the Cardinal's proffer 
came, replied for Hugo, declining with thanks the 
Archbishop's tender, and saying for the dying man, 
“Victor Hugo is expecting death, but he does not 
desire the services of a priest.” 

VICTOR HUGO DEAD. 
Victor Hugo died at 1:30 this afternoon,

EULOGY IN THE SENATE. 

In the Senate M. Leroyer delivered a eulogy on 
Hugo. The speaker said for the past sixty 
years Victor Hugo had been the 
admiration of France and the world. 
He bad now entered immortality. His glory be- 
longed to no party, but to all men. 

PREMIER BRISSON'S EULOGY. 
Prime Minister Brissorf delivered an eulogy in the 
Chamber of Deputies. Hesaii the whole nation 
mourned the joss of Victor Hugo, and moved that the 
funeral of the poet be conducted at the States’ ex 
pense. The motion was greeted with applause. 
The Senate and Chamber adjourned in respect to 
the death of Hugo. 

LONG AND TERRIBLE AGONY. 

It is stated that M. Hugo passed through a long 
and terrible agony before death. 

A DAY OF NATIONAL MOURNING. 

It is proposed to inter the poet’s remains in the 
Pantheon, and thatthe day of the funeral be de- 
clared a day of national mourning, on which all the 
Government offices, the schools, and the theaters 
shall be closed.

WRECKED IN ICE FIELDS. 


The Terrible Experience of Two Crews of 
. Sailors off Newfoundland. 

QurBec, May 22.—The bark Brilliant, which ar- 
rived here last night from Porsgrund, had on board 
the crews of the bark Bayard, Captain 
Anderson, from Drobak, for Metis, and 


of the steamer Mary Lou of Newcastle, 
Captain Greff, from New York for Liverpool. Cap- 
tain Anderson of the Bayard states that he left Dro- 
bak April 4, for orders to Metis. The vessel met 
with variable weather until midnight of May 6 
when, with the weather thick and foggy 
and very dark, she ran into ice 
near the banks of New Foundlynd.

The Question of Extradition Causing 
Serious Trouble Between the Circuit 
Attorney and the Board—In Case 
Frank R. O'Neil, Marmaduke's

Donald Will Come Home With the 
Papers—A Pretty Muddle. 


Assistant Circuit Attorney McDonald arrived in 
Washington, D. C., to-day with the papers which 
will serve to extradite Maxwell, the Southern Hotel 
murderer, which papers will be carried to Auck- 
land by Messrs Frank R. O'Neil and James Tracy, 
the State’s agents appointed by Gov. Marmaduke. 
The fight which Circuit Attorney Clover has decided 
to make in an endeavor to send his assistant, Mar- 
shal F. McDonald, on a nice little summer trip to 
Aucklagd, is waxing warm at this end of the line. 
A morning paper quotes Mr. Clover as saying that 


“there had better be no interference on the part of 
the Police Board's agent with the proceedure of the 
Assistant Circuit Attorney at Washington relative 
to the extradition of Maxwell. If any such thing 
occurred Mr. Clover said that the board might be 
left to try their hana at getting up the papers in 
the case themselves.” 
CIRCUIT ATTORNEY CLOVER 
was called on before court convened to-day and was 
asked if he had been fairly reporied by the morn- 
ing press as to the above statement to Vice-Presi- 
dent Blair. He said he had. Then he called the 
attention of the reporter to the following extract 
from a special dispatch, dated Washington: Frank 
O'Neil, designated by the Governor as one of the 
agents of the State to go after Maxwell, got here 
to-day. He has been busy perfecting plans to 
thwart Assistant Circuit Attorney McDon in an 
alleged design to monkey with the State Depart- 
ment and the extradition papers.“ It is said that 
Mr. Blair yesterda telegraphed O' Neil to act in 
harmony with Mr. Me Donald,“ said Mr. Clover. “I 
telegraphed McDonald this morning on this very 
subject and am awaiting his reply. 
It was suggested that the Washingtou correspon- 
dent might have taken liberties with the facts 
alleged in his statement as to Mr. O'Neil's plans, 
and this Mr. Clover was willing’ to admit. 
WILL HE WITHHOLD THE PAPERS? 
The Circuit Attorney was asked if he would as- 
sume the respousibility of withholding the State 
pers in the hands of his assistant from the Police 
epartment. He was reminded that in this way 
the Governor’s appointees might be delayed long 
enough to miss the ship that sails from San Fran- 
cisco for Auckland June 6. It was suggested to 
Mr. Clover that such a delay might result in Max- 
well's release. The Auckland authorities havin 
every assurance that agents armed with proof of 
Maxwell's guilt will be with them on the arrival of 
the vessel thatis booked to ees from these 
shores June 6, have certainly etheir prepara 
tions accordingly. They might not hold the man 
thirty days longer, which delay would ensue if the 
agents did not take the ship which sailed in June. 
Mr. Clover replied that his main objection in the 
matter was against interference on the part of the 
Police Board in the affairs of the Circuit Attorney's 
office, „His intention was to send a written commu- 
nication to Mr. Blair on the subject later in the day 
which would explain his position.

What Employers and Employed are 
Doing Everywhere. 


There are fifteen industrial schools in New York 
City in eight of which industrial training is given, 
and, besides, industrial departments are budding in 
many private schools, in which household and work- 
shop economy in some more or less crude manner 
is taught. Boston has half a dozen such semi- 
technical schools. In a dosen New England towns 
primary efforts have been made in that direction. 
In Chicago, St. Louis and Cincinnati some effort is 
made and more interest is being aroused. In Phila- 
delphia, aside from Girard College and the Spring 
Garden Institute, there is scarcely anything doing, 
although the movements projected may reach 
active operation in a few months. Much interest is 
felt in this question. Foreign instructors are far 
ahead of us; the practical results accomplished 
abroad stimulate further endeavors; the young 
people take delight in the novel instruction, and 
gladly exchange it for the crusty stuff crammed | 

into them in our ordinary public schools. 

Labor exchanges are likely to be the outgrowth 
of the more compact organization of labor. The 
New York painters, carpenters, plumbers, bakers 
and other trades have established a United Labor 
Exchange at No. 359 Fulton street, to furnish em- 
ployment to men out of work, which will be in 
charge of a superintendent. Lists of unemployed 
men in each trade will be kept. Papers and books 
will be kept in a reading-room. The same subject 
has received attention in several other cities, and 
no doubt steps will be taken to organize such ex- 
4 changes. Difficulties will be encountered, however, 

as outside unemployed men can seek jobs and 
underbid the rates established by the United Labor 
Exchange. 

The organized trades of New York are to be 
brought together. The machinists, tailors, pocket- 
book makers, artificial stone masons and others are 
being called into unions. A mass meetiag of 
pocket-book makers was held last night in New 
York at No. 352 Bowery.

Senator VEST goes from St. Louis to Kansas 
City, which is one of his three Missouri homes, 
and while there it is expected that he will se- 
lect a postmaster around whom all the discord- 
ant elements of that belligerent district will 
hereafter cluster and revolve in sweetest har- 
mony. A Kansas City postmaster; who is both 
an organizer and a fighter from the headwaters 
of Bitter Creek, is said to be the Senator's ideal 
solution of the troublesome political problem in 
that section of the vineyard. The Times, the 
liquor interest, and a certain very potential 
bank influence have all been plgcated with the 
Internal Revenue Collectorship. With a new 
Court of Appeals organized and manned by the 
two Senators in partnership, and with a Federal 
court in a fair way to be completely reor- 
ganized on a similar partnership basis at 
Kansas City, the point of danger in Missouri 
politics may soon be pretty well guarded. It 
only needs a postmaster who can quell bolters 
and crush all the elements of faction to com- 
plete an organization as invulnerable as an 
ironclad and aß manageable as a fishing cork. 
But the trouble is to find in Kansas City a man 
who has the ability and has not forfeited popu- 
lar confidence—a fighter who has not herded 
with bolters and stained his garments with the 
blood of his own party—an aggressive man 
who can be trusted with power. There are 
several ex-mayors who might partly fill the 
bill, but could hardly afford to add a 
big post office bossship to their oth- 
er political and business engagements. 
There are CRISP and Boss CorRRIGAN 
and several ex-Congressmen who might 
answer in some respects, if there were 
not serious objections to them in other respects. 
Perhaps the man most likely to be selected is 
ex-Governor CRITTENDEN, who has recently 
qualified himself for the position by moving to 
Kansas City. From Governor to Postmaster 
is rather a stoop, but a CRITTENDEN out of 
office is a sad spectacle, and if his old political 
partners cannot get him something better, we 
cannot believe that THomas will refuse the 
Kansas City Post Office.

The discovery of iron ore and good coal in Clai- 
borne Parish, La., is announced. Smelting works 
will probably be erected, What will the South do 
next? It bas captured a good slice of the cotton 
manufacturing industry, has threatened to takea 
good share of pig-iron, and now proposes to estab- 
lish that industry within sight almost of the Cres- 
cent City. Puddling iron and raising oranges al- 
most side by side will be a curious sight. 

The industiial development in the South is sur- 
prising even to Southerners, to whom the smoke 
and noise of industry have been strange. The 
Southern States are growing in industrial wealth 
faster than Northern States. Scores of little indus-

Auction Sale of Stock of the Harrison 
Wire Company. 

Sheriff Harrington sold at 12:50 to-day at the 
east front of the Court House fifty-one shares of 
the capital stock of the St. Louis Wire Mills Com- 
pany, and five shares of the Western Union Wire 
Company belonging to Thomas W. Fitch.

President Cleveland a Harder Worker 
Than Any of His Predecessors. 


A Suggestion as to Changes in Cross- 
Road Post Offices—The Secretary of 
the Navy and the Dolphin—John 
Roach's Loss.

Wa sxinoton, D. C., May 20.—The President takes 
on himself more work than any one who has ever 
held that office. The Postmaster-General aid the 
other day that the President went over the papers of 
every Post Office appointment. He has taken upon 
himself the burden of this enormous work so as to 
be sure in his own mind that he has found the best 
possibleman. Heisat work in his office some- 
times until 1 or 2 o'clock in the morning. It is 
pretty evident that he has undertaken more than he 
can accom plish,as it is beyond the physical capacity 
of any one man to supervise the details of ail of 
the Federal appointmen A friend of his said to 
him the other day: “Y will. only kill yourself 
and will get no thanks for doing all of this extra 
work.“ The President showed no signs, however, 
of changing bis policy. He looks forward to his 
term as one of close, hard work. He said to a 
caller the other day: I expect to be in this office 
up to the very last hour of the final days of my 
term, passing upon the merits of appointments.”

A prominent Democrat yesterday in talking 
about the line ef policy of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, said that he thought that both the Postmas- 
ter-General and the President would. have to adopt 
a new policy before they got through. He said that 
he thought it would have been better for them 
at the start to have considered the post offices which 
can properly be classed under civil service law. In 
his opinion the only post offices which could be 
classed as properly belonging under the civil ser- 
vice were those where the incumbent was obliged 
to give up his entire time to it. Where the post 
office is important enough to require the entire 
time and attention of the Postmaster, then such a 
man, if he had been faithful and honest and non- 


partisan in the management of his office, should be 
permitted to remain. But in all cases where there 
is no commission, where the post office was a mere 
side issue to other occupations, and where there 
were fifty men in town on either side 9 
ble of holding the office, there should have been an 
entire change made by this time. The people de- 
cided that there should be achange. It would have 
been easy enough to have had all these offices 
changed in such a way as to have strengthened the 
party and to provoke no unjust criticism. 


The present Secretary of the Navy has four ves- 
sels of war to construct. Two of them are to be 
vessele of the first class, while one will belong to 
the second rank and the fourth will be a gun-boat. 
The money for the vessels of the first class is am- 
ple to procure ships equal to anything in the best of 
the foreign navies. Mr. Whitney is very anxious to 
have these yessels a credit to the navy and to avoid 
the dismal failures involved in the cruisers being 
constructed by Mr. Roach, It is only because 
he is taking great care to find the 
right kind of men to supervise the construc- 
tion of these vessels that he has delayed starting 
their building. It is probable that the plans for 
their building will be completed and ready for ap- 
proval by next fall.

The great trouble that any secretary meets with 
in attempting to build up a navy is in finding suit- 
able men to help him carry out his wishes. The 

resent staff of the navy is very weak. There has 

een nothing to develop or bring to the front good 
men. The management of naval affairs has been 
corrupt. The tendency of everything has been to 
develop and bring to the front the worst possible 
class of men. If the Navy Department had not 
changed hands, there is no doubt but what the 
Dolphin would have been prompuy accepted, and 
the Secretary so accepting would have found plenty 
of incompetent or weak navel officers to approve 
her acceptance.

Peru and Bolivia—Senor Rei of San- 

tiago Gives Some Interesting Details 
About His Country.

Senor A. T. Rei, the corresponding secretary of the 
Agrieultural Improvement Association of Santiago, 
Chili, arrived in the city last night and registered 
at the Southern Hotel. The Senor is traveling 
through the United States as the agen@®of the Asso- 
ciation, acquiring a knowledge of the details of the 
methods of transacting business in America, pay- 
ing especial attention to the banking system and 
to the latest improvements in  agricult- 
ural implements. Like most Spaniards, 
he is of very pleasant address and exceedingly 
courteous and polite. 

“I shall be in the States for several months to 
come before my mission is performed. But every- 
thing here ig new and interesting to me and it is 
truly a labor of love, In addition to my work for 


the r Association I shall purchase in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 worth of farming ma- 
chinery, such as steam th rs, sulky plows, 
steam engines, gtass-cutters and seif-bind 
All of these inventions, which are 
very common in this country, have 
never been seen in Chili, and when introduced and 
in use will produce a revolution in the manner of 
tilling the soil there.” 

THE WAR'S EFFECTS. . 

“The effects of the late war with Peru are still 
apparent in the trade of Chili, I presume?” 

“No, sir: although the conflict is just about over 
my country has recovered entirely from it and a 
reaction amounting to what you North Americans 
call a ‘boom’ has set in. Peru and Bolivia brought 
on all of the trouble through 
pure jealousy and envy of Chili's 
rapid progress, and they have both suffered to an 
almost—-what shail I say—well, rr extent. 
and, besides losing almost one-half of their terri- 
tory, their commerce has been paralyzed and will 
not reach its before the war 18 for years 
to come. The idea prevalent in this country that 
rebellion and revolution being so common in South 
American countries, the effects of them are easily 
overcome, is entirely wrong. This constant and in- 
ternecine strife and turmoil is exactly what has 
held back the progress of some of the most 
fertile districts, and until the people appreciate 
the factthat itis useless South American States 
will never even approach the North American 
States in importance and civilization. You may 
smile, but there is no reason why we should not be 
on a par with you in every respect, for our land is 
as rich and all our natural resources are as great.“

Landlords and Agents Falling Into 


Line—A Capital Prospect of Decided 
Action Before Long—The Week's 
Work a Dull One—Ohats With the 
Architects.

The cheap-rent problem is still occupying the at- 
tent ion ot real estate men, who, after the first ex- 
citement natural to the application of business 
principles to a department of trade in which there 
is, to quote the agents’ official organ. a rather too 
constant “endeavor to get as much for their prop- 
erty as the public will pay,” are willingto ac- 
knowledge that there is much of sound sense in the 


proposition that the enormous number of empty 


houses at present in the city is the simple 
result of the fact that the supply of 
residence property largely exceeds the demand, 
and that the only way to secure theiroccupation by 
paying te nants is to make such concessions in price 
as will place them within the reach of people 
whose incomes have been so diminished by the 
dullness of general trade that cheaper rents have in 


their case become a matter of necessity. It has got 
now to be a question, not of whether or not theg¢ con- 
cessions will be made, but of how soon the r- 
ty-holders will come to look at the matter in this 
light and reach the inevitable result. The _~ 
ments of sach of the agents as still hope that 
an indefinable and indescribable something will 
happen, which will result in the supply of 8,000 ten- 
ants ready to take the 3.000 vacant dences at the 
rates of rent which were decided upon some years 
ago, and have been_ rigidly adhered to in spite of 
the fact that all other commodities have shrunk 
immensely in value. Of course, it must not be un- 
derstood that all the residence property in the — 
pays 10 to 15 per cent gross upon the investment, 
the fact being that there is much which makes a 
much higher and not a little which makes a less re- 
turn, but in treating of the question of the profit 
arising from

it is proper,as was done, to discard the extreme 
cases, and treat of those which may truthfully be 
considered as of the average quality. It isa common 
thing for real estate men when defending hich 


rents and apologising for the em houses to dilate 
upon the alleged fact that the bulk of the latter con- 


sists of the larger houses in the formerly fashiona- } 


ble parts of the city lying between Thirteenth 
street and Jefferson avenue, and Chestnut street 
and Washington avenue. The general proposition 
that the proportion of unoccupied large houses is 
very large is by no means correct. An examina- 
tion of a full page of agents’ advertisements in 
their official organ shows that out of 187 
residences only twenty-twe were for rental 
over $50 per month, 48 at between $39 and Se and 
117 at $30 and less, showing conclusively that the 
bulk of the vacant — — is of the kind 
which ought to be occupied by persons of moderate 
means who have been driven into cheaper quarters 
by a shrinkage of income, which not n ac- 
companied as it should have been by a reduction 
of rent. Another exami nof the same inter- 
esting page shows that only six of the residences 
in question are situated in the region described as 
having been until recently fashionable, a show- 
ing which proves how unfortunate was the 
argument which served to establish the 
fact that all the vacant houses in the lacked 
tenants, because of théir unfashionable location, 
the truth being that out of nearly 200 residences 
only half a dezen could properly have this damag- 
ing charge brought against them. One of the 
leading real estate men while conversing on the 
proposed 
CHEAP RENT REVOLUTION 

said that while, as a business man, he would like to 
see rents maintained at the highest possible figure, 
he would have to acknowleige that, looking at the 
question from a tenant's stand t. he could 
easily understand that the agitation of the ques- 
tion was a popular one. He had read the 
articles treating of the subject and believed 
that they had a hoof good foundation. He did not 
believe that the estimate of 3,000 empty houses was 
too great and, when it was conside that prop- 
erty never deteriorates so rapidly as when it is un- 
occupied, he could not help thinking that some 
measure would baveto be employed to supply them 
with tenants. He decidedly objected to the idea of 
waiting patiently uitil the city’s natural increase 
of population filled them up; at the same time he 
was not ready to indorse what he as yet considered 
to be too radical a cure to apply—a general reduc- 
tion of rents to the figures in vogue before the last 
general “raise” in rents was consummated by the 
agents. 

On the whole, the trade of the week in real estate 
was dull, although here and there was to be found 
an agent who was able to report favorable condi- 
tions in one or other of the different departments 
of the business. At the Real Estate Exchange the 
large exvess of the supply of residences over that 
of tenants was noted in a remarkably small supply 
of visitors. The walls still contain long and pleth- 
oric lists of houses ‘which yearn for occupants, and 
the advent of the small boy from one of the agents’ 
office, to erase a listed residence is of so rare occur- 
rence that he is looked upon with suspicion by the 
astute secretary.
